credit. As a city of ihe j-ixth clas-., it 
is in many respects in a 


primitive village condition. 
The eollivtion of its taxes has been 


made by the County Tax Collector, as the law pro\i<ks. for u Inch 
compensa-ion at the ra-e of one p<u- cent is piid into the county 
treasury. It is thus relieved from the burden of employmt;- either 


•-H City Assessor or Tax Collector, as the County Vsses^or's valuation 
is taken is the ba--is of taxation. 


Recently its Clerk resigned -\\ithout rendering a report of the 


city's finjncial condition. 
The books >vcie, consequently, placed in 


the hand;, of certified public accountants to be cxpcrlcd. 
The re- 


port cove's the nineteen months from September 1, lf>07, to April 5, 
1909, being the 
period in which revenues were received and dis- 


bursements made. During that period, the tax collections amounted 
to $24,25!\13 and the re\cnnes from municipal licenses, franchises 
sold, sale of maps, fines and insurance rebates brought up the total 
to $25,873.52 
The disbursements have been 
as

that it is always ready to offer a due 
mend of praise to the artist who de- 
servos. 
And let it be said further that 


California makes up its mind in its 
own way. 


One can best achieve success in New 


York 
socially and

world if one comes to it by way of 
Furope. 


California has a way of applying 


her own standards of 'measurements, 
and they are usually fair1 ones. It was 
San Francisco who discovered Tctraz- 
Kiiii, and a long list of names might be 
given of people who havo achieved' 
success through the encouragement re- 
ceived from San Francisco audiences. 
So It Is not a matter of surprise that 
NnKimova has achieved such a striking 
success here, in her interpretation of 
Ibsen's plays.
